FRAUD ON MASONRY BRINGS 


TWO-YEAR TERMS IN PRISON 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah.. June 2. 


— A trial declared to be of world- 
wide interest to the Masonic frater- 
nity has Just been concluded here 
with the conviction of Matthew Mc- 
Elain Thomson, Thomas Perrot, and 
Mominic Bergera. officers of the Am- 
erican Masonic -Federation, -who have 
been sentenced to two years' impris- 
onment and a fine of $500 each for 
using the mailes to defraud. 


The trial was held in the federal 


court with Judge Martin J. AVude of 
Iowa presiding. 
The local federal 


judsp, TiUman D. Johnson, did jiot 
sit in the ca«e on account of beinj? 
a Mason. 
Jurors were drawn from 


citizens who were members of neith- 
er rp'jular Masonic bodies or the or- 
ganization of which Thomas was the 


1 leader. 
Counsel employed were non- 


Masons. 
The charge against the defendants 


•.vas that they used the mails to de- 
fraud 
in obtaining memberships in 


the American Masonic Federation. It 
was broueht out by the prosecution 
that in regular Masonry no solicita- 
tion is made, and that the defendant; 
made 
extravagant 
claims 
which 


("•uld. it was asserted, have no foun- 
dation. 
Mr 
Thompson said that the fed- 


eration had authority to grant or 
confer 
charges 
from 
the 
"Grand 


Council of Rites of Scotland." 
This 


council 
was 
characterized 
by 
the 


Government as spurious and with- 
out standme anywhere. Further. Mr. 
Thompson claimed that the fedora- 
tion had a chain of title from Mother 
Kilwinnings Lodge of Scotland. Pros- 
ecuting counsel in his argument con- 
tended that Thompson had failed to 
substantiate this claim. 
It was alleged by the prosecution

Spam, Ger- 
many and other countries. 


The- federation, whirh at the peak 


had a membership of about 10,000 
was organized in 1907 by Mr. Thomp- 
son in Idaho. 
He is an emigrant 


from Scotland, where he had been a 
member of a regular lodfge of the 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, 
but evidence showed he had been ex- 
pelled. 
The Government Introduced evi- 


dence to show that the defendants 
had fraudently claimed regularity of 
title 
and 
had 
misrepresented 
the 


character of their order through false 
assertions of its authenticity. 
The 


evidence further 
showed the exis- 


tence of a corps of organizers, who 
n'ifiined members on a commission 
basis. 
In his instructions 
to 
the 
Jury, 


Judge "Wade emphasized that fraud 
and misrepresentation were the only 
issues, not confhc'insr claims of op- 
posing fraternal orders.
